The subject is hams...new hams...new young hams. I don’t Know the exact count 
of hams in the club who are under 20 years old, but I bet you could count 
them on both hands...and haye some fingers left over. Is the Anchorage 
Amateur Radio Club doing anything about this? I don’t think so! We should 
start recruiting school age Kids into the club. I Know some of you are acting 
as Elmers to young members, but what about the Kids who have never been 
exposed to ham radio?

Do your battery packs tend to “go South” fairly quickly? Are you 
finding that they last a lot shorter time than they used to? Here is 
a feu lines on the care and feeding of NiCad batteries. 


First, be sure to cycle your batteries fully. It is not a wise idea 
to use your handheld for the day and then plug it into the charger at 
night (unless the battery pack is fully drained). NiCads will 
develop a "“memory* which will not allow them to come up to a full 
charge or discharge fully during use. Unless your charger will 
charge the pack fully in 8 or so hours (your sleep time) the pack 
will never be brought up to full charge. Cycle your battery pack 
fully and charge it for the recommended time. If this is 
inconvienent then get a spare pack for those times when one pack is 
on the charger. Don't let your battery pack develop a memory! 


Second, remember that a NiCad battery pack will lose its charge while 
just sitting around. If you have an extra battery pack or haven't 
used your H.T. in a bit then remember, you may not have much charge 
there. Cycle those extra battery packs (use 'em) on a regular basis. 


Third, Keep in mind that cold affects battery packs! If you are 
outside for an extended period of time your H.T. may not last as long 
as might be expected, If you carry an extra battery pack Keep it 
inside your coat, next to your “bod* for warmth. This is not a bad 
idea with the radio either. This will give your battery packs 
maximum life in a cold environment. 


Use these tips and follow the instructions in your owners manual and 
your batteries will serve you well for a long time!

TESTING FOR PCB 
by Richard Dennis KL7IOL 


Hey, I wonder if there's PCB in the transformer oil that I put in my dummy load? 
That's what KL7DZE was asking himself as he dug out the Heathkit Cantenna. 

Well, we didn't know and figured that several telephone calls would supply us 
with a means of performing a test. 


About five telephone calls later, I ended up chatting with Jim Haden (274-2533), 
of the Department of Environmental Conservation, State of Alaska. Jim seems to 
have a good handle on PCB. 


What is PCB? It's an oil substitute designed for transformer usage. It's been 
described as a compound of itself. The letters PCB stand for Poly Chlorinated 
Biphenyls. 


Most of us have been led to believe that PCB is a pretty dangerous material. It 
is believed to be a carcinogen. Evidentally PCB is a long lasting substance; 
doesn't break down; and will accumulate in the human body, and that's the problem. 
Even though PCB apparently will take 60-70 years to cause a problem, its long 
lasting ability to accumulate, poses a problem to future generations. Recognizing 
its negative traits, led to the decision to disallow continued production. 


Where is this PCB substance found? It's most likely to be found in transformers. 
Many transformers will have a name, or I.D. tag on the outside. A couple of names 
to look for, are: ASKAREL or AROCLOR. If the transformer carries these names, 
there is a good indication that the oil carries PCB. A call to the Department of 
Environmental Conservation, with complete I.D. tag information, will probably 
identify whether or not PCB is present. Performing a test for PCB content is a 
sure determinant. One local lab, does perform this test, for a fee of course. 

It is the Chemical & Geological Labs of Alaska, Inc. and the phone number is 
562-2343. The cost, currently, is $65.00. We might prevail upon the Dept. of 
Environmental Conservation, but that's a 1 1/2 month turn around, and they are 
already bogged down. Or. . .you might try these handy dandy do-it-yourself tests: 


Three tests are: 


#1 «The old Sniff Test. If it smells sweet, that's a positive 
result. 


#2 + Drop several drops onto a cup of water. If it floats, that's 
negative. If it sinks, you have a positive result. 


#3 With a styrofoam cup in hand, discharge several drops into the 
cup. PCB will dissolve styrofoam. 


These do-it-yourself tests are supposed to be quite reliable. Of course, upon dis- 
covering PCB laden material, the Department of Environmental Conservation should 
be contacted regarding proper disposal techniques.

Here's something different, and 
very good, if you're a bit bored 
with traditional bread dressing... 


SOUTHERN RICE DRESSING 


1 1/2 C. uncooked rice 

1/2 # lean fresh pork sausage 
1c. diced green pepper 

1c. sliced celery 

3/4 C. sliced green onion 

1 t. poultry seasoning 

1/2 t. salt 

1/8 t. pepper 

2 3/4 C. chicken broth 


Measure rice into shallow casserole. 
Set. aside. In skillet, cook saus- 
age, stir to crumble. Drain off excess 
fat. Add celery, onions and green 
pepper to skillet. Cook only til 
tender crisp. Stir in seasonings & 
broth. Bring to boil. Pour over the 
rice. Stir, then cover w/lid or foil. 
Bake 350 oven for 30 minutes, or til 
liquid is absorbed. Fluff w/fork. 
Garnish with pecans.
